I, Diana Hawthorne, of Inmarsat Limited, do hereby solemnly and sincerely 
declare as follows: 



2. In February, 1999, my predecessor, Helga Cantrell, instructed James 
Cross, a Chartered Patent Attorney, of R.G.C. Jenkins & Co., 26 Caxton 
Street, London SW1H 0RJ, England, to prepare a patent specification for an 
invention entitled "Communication Methods and Apparatus 1 ' that had been 
made by one (1) employee of Inmarsat Limited and one (1) consultant to 
Inmarsat Limited. The employee inventor is Paul Febvre. The consultant is 
David Denis Mudge. The invention was made by the employee inventor in the 
execution of his normal duties as an employee of Inmarsat Limited. The 
invention was made by the consultant under a consultancy agreement dated 
November 1997, a copy of which is attached as Exhibit A. Under British law, 
the invention, therefore, belongs to Inmarsat Limited. 

3. On 8 March 1999, a British patent application was filed as Application 
No. 9905181.5. 

4. On 15 November 1999, a patent application, claiming priority from the 
aforementioned British Patent Application No. 9905181.5 was filed by our 
U.S. counsel in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office designating the two 
inventors as the applicants. 



I am responsible for maintenence of the Inmarsat patent portfolio. 
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5. The application filed in the U.S. was identical to the counterpart UK 
application from which priority was claimed. The description and claims of 
which had been agreed between the inventors at Inmarsat as part of their work 
responsibilities during February 1999. 

6. On information and belief, on 15 March 1999, Helga Cantrell 
forwarded a copy of the complete application to David Denis Mudge. This 
application was identical to the application as it was filed in the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office on 15 November 1999. 

7. In December 1999, I forwarded a Combined Declaration and Power of 
Attorney to David Denis Mudge at his last known address for signature. 

8. David Denis Mudge expressed to me concern regarding language used 
in the Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney, including language citing 
statutory provisions under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19, § 365, § 120, § 112, and 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.56. Between November 1999 and March 2000, I had verbal and written 
communication with David Denis Mudge to address concerns and answer 
questions regarding the Declaration. 

9. In a telephone communication with me of 30 March 2000, David Denis 
Mudge verbally refused to sign the Combined Declaration and Power of 
Attorney. David Denis Mudge gave the following reason for his refusal: 
despite Inmarsat's best efforts, he does not feel comfortable making the 
declaration required by U.S. patent procedure. 

All statements made herein of my own knowledge are true. All statements 
made on information and belief are believed to be true. The statements were made 
with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable 
by fine, imprisonment, or both, under 18 U.S.C. § 1001 and may jeopardize the 
validity of the US application or any patent issuing thereon.

Preamble 



This is a Contract between, David Mud*e (hereinafter referred to as the "Consultam'j a:. ir.d<\ idual existing under the 
laws of England, with his registered office at 44A Hand forth Road. Oval, London SW9 0Li> end the International Mobile 
Satellite Organization (hereinafter referred to as "Inmarsat"), an international organization established bv the Convention on the 
International Mobile Satellite Organization and the Operating Agreement (as amended) relrir.j thereto, which entered ir.ro 
force on 16 July 1 979, with its headquarters at 99 City Road, London EC I Y I AX, England. 

The effective date of this Contract is 10 November 1997. 



Article 1: Scope of Work 

A. The Consultant shall furnish to Inmarsat consultancy support in arcordar.ee with the tirrr.s ar.J conditions of this contract 
including Annex A hereto, entitled Statement of Work as directed by Inmarsat's responsible oft-cer 

Article 2: Duration of Contract 

All work to be performed hereunder shaJI be carried out by 3 I December 1997. 



Article 3: Charges 

A. The Consultant is authorised to charge the daily ra:e of three. hundred and seventy f ; \e Pounds Sterling (£375.00) for 
v-ork performed by (he Consu^an; bringing the total of the Contract to five thousand six hcrdred and twenrv five PouikU 
Sterling (£5.626.00) which sum is not to be exceeded without the prior written consent of (he responsible of.':cer referred to in 
Article 2 1. The foregoin: sums are exclusive of any V.-\T. 

B. In the case of prior authorised travel. Inmarsat shall reimburse the Contractor in resce;; c; travel facrua! travel costs - 
(economy class travel if less than eight (S; hours. a;;d business class travel if exceeding ei ch- (S) hours), subsistence ac the 
applicable United Nations daily rates and the costs of travel documentation (i.e. visas etc). All relevan: receipts should bo 
a-:;uched to invoices. 

Travel tickets will be provided to the Contractor for Inmarsat business trav el onlv. in accordance with the above Inmarsat 
travel Policy. At no time shali persona! itineraries, preferences, chances, modifications. dov.T : ;r:d ; .nc. exchar.cin^ or alterinc 
c; the tickets be permitted without Inmarsat's prior written authorisation. 

C. Inmarsat shall no; be liable for any farther charces. ccsts or expenses. 



Article 4: Payment 

The Consultant shall render monthly invoices to Inmarsa: for the amount payable to the Consc'.tarv. pursuant to Article ? hereof, 
entitled Charges, and Inmarsa: shall pay such amounts within thirty (30 » days from the da:e cf receiot of the invoice. The 
Consultant's richt to retain any payment made pursuant to this Article shall be condition!: uaon the full ar : d satisfactory 
completion of all work specift-cd in this Contract. 

The invoice shall include, as a minimum, the Contract number and the responsible Procurer.^:.: Comaci - Debbie Brunette, ar.d 
responsible Technical Officer - Richard Kin:. 



Article 5: Taxes and Duties 

Inmarsat shall be responsible for any value added tax which may become due bv re .-sen of the performar. ce of th:< 
Contract. Inmarsat shali not be responsible for any other taxes and duties aiisinc. from or reh^d to the performance of this 
Contract. For the avoidar.ee of doub;. the Consular.: shaii be responsible for a!i income tax. national insurance contribution- 
•and pension contributions relacinc to it or its employees. 



Article 6: 



Warranty 



The Consultant warrants that the worl< to be performed hereunder shall be carried cl: v.i;h reasonable sVJ!i. care and 
diligence. This warranty U without prejudice to. or forfeiture of. any other rights and remedy Inmarsat may ha\e under th:< 
Contract or at law or equity. 

Article 7: Intellectual Property Rights 

The Consultant assigns to Inmarsat the exclusive right title and interest in all future cer . r! design rwhts and other 
intellectual and industrial property rights in all reports/software and other documentation whirl-. ::r produced by the Con<u!:;i.-.; 
pursuant to this Contract. At Inmarsat's cost, the Consultant shall do such acts or execute s_:h dements as are reason.;:.!-, 
necessary to vest such intellectual property rights (including but not limited to patents) in Inmarsat. 

ArtieleS: Industrial and Intellectual Property Rights, Indemnity 

The Consultant shall indemnity and hold harmless Inmarsat, its Parties and Signatories acai-st all claims that the actions 
of the Consultant, its servants or agents in performing this Contract infringe the industrial or intellectual propertv rights of the 
claimant. The Consultant agrees to resist and defend, a; its own expense, any such claims acair.st any of the said indemnitees, 
and to pay any royalties and other costs associated with any settlement of such claims, and arv. dar.uses and costs awarded as 
the result of any suit based on such claims. This obligation shall be contingent upon the indemnitees giving the Consultant 
prompt notice of such claims, all necessary authority to defend or settle the claims on their behzlf. and, at the request of the 
C .uliant. reasonable cooperation and assistxnee and such relevant information as is available t:- them.

The Consultant sh ai ■ not disclose such information t? third parties, or have U disclosed, in anv manner c: form, so 
long as it remains confidential, without the explicit authorization of Inmarsat.
